This curious ocane is a native
Chioa, Japan, and the South
Islands. It grows to the prodigious
height of 130 feet or wore, haviig a
smooth, glossy stalk, cylindrical in
shape, and of a bright yellowish-green
color, its surfa ing intersected with
large knots. The branches starting
from the top of the stalk bear an abun.
dance of plumeilike leaves. Around
mansions and M estates in the
countries in which it flourishes, the
bamboo is often planted in hedge-rows;
which, however, have the disadvantage
of often catching fire during storms
from the heat caused by the friction of
the smooth, flexible stalks rubbing
together,

The pumber and variety of articles
manutsctured from this cone are almost
inconceivable. The paticat znd inven-
tive Chinaman has found the means of
transforming the plisut reed with which
nature has endowed his country iuto
countless useful contrivances. Of all
the form: in which it is used, the most
extraordinary is that of an edible
Yes, however =trange it may appear, |
bamboo is an article of food among |
“these curious people who eat swallows’
nests and boiled rats.”

When the stalks are young and ten.
der, they are gathered and served upon
the table in a variety of ways.  Some-
times they are boiled and eaten with
saace, like asparagus in our own coun~
try, or stewed with spice and sugar, aud
put up as preserves, which command a
very extensive sale, and which appear |
on the table at dinners given by the
wealthiest native families.

Oa the Phillipine Islands whole
towns are built of this eane, houses and
furviture all being mannfactured from
the same material. To be sure, the-e
houses are but one story high, and have
noue of the conveniences and elegancies
of our dwellings, as they are nothing
more than huts, regembling somewhat
the log cabins of our far West., and the
furniture is of the most primitive and
.ordinary desvriptinn. But the ;\lala)‘
has not far to go for bis lumber.  Se-
Jecting a suitable epot on the banks of a
giver, near the ontskirts of a forest, or
jn its very midst, he at once proceeds to
erect his house, skillfully bruiding the
bamboo twigs or tying them together
with flexible recds of lesser growth. In
s few hours the edifice is ready for oc-
cupapey. Frail it is, and exposed to
immediate destruction in case of a
gtorm or a cooflagration ; but yet it
gerves the native's purpose full well ; it
is merely a temporary shelter, for most
of the Malays are wandering tribes,

The bamboo is also transformed into
conduit pipes, for supplying towns and
villages with water from adjacent rivers
and lakes. Strong and durable agri-
cultural implements and farming tools
are manufactured from it, as also water
buckets, seales, trucks and the various
kinds of poles and rods which are used
to carry loads or to push them along in
the strects.

In China and in mony of the Fast

them ina pair of large scales suspended
from the man's shoulders by means of
a flexible bamboo rod, worn somewhat
like a yoke.

Bamboo canes occasionally attain an

enormons size. The Quecu of Frauce,
Marie Antoinette, was presented by the
Ewmperor of China with a pair of hand-
some breakfasc trays, each about forty
inches in diameter, and carved out of
a sinzle solid picee of this wood. This
prutliuiuus dv\'clnplllcnt ie‘:.howvver, of
rare occurrence, even in the most pros
pitious climate.

The Chinaman’s broad-brimmed hat
is made of split and braided bamboo;
the haudles of his parasols and fans are
quaintly esrved out of it; she split
stalk is fashioned into baskets of every
possible shape, and beds, bedding,
chairs and brooms; the Chinaman's
opium pipe, even the paper he writes
on, and the peneil with which he forms
the curious letters, all are manufactured
from the inexhaustable reed.

There grows quite abundantly on the
Molueea Islands a speeies of bamboo

that is so hard that it emits sparks of
fire when the axe is applied to it.  Its
wood blunts the sharpest knives. In

| this the knots or joints are covered with

ruzose sheaths, which are as rough and
grained as shark skins, and as hard as
steel.  They are used to polish iron and
Ivory.

The natives of these islands, and also
the inhabitants of the Islands of Java,
meke quite a variety of faney articles
with this cane—flutes, whisties, fishing
rods, long pipes ecalled ealumeots, pot
soned javelins, and excellent pikes end
darts, the tips of which are hardened
and pointed in the fire.

(Cotton warp and cloth containing 50
per cent. of bammboo in filling, was
strong, and capable of taking a fine dye.
A silk-mixed ecasstivere, in which was
25 per cent. of bamboo fibre with warp
and filling, also looked well, The dyed
fibre closcly resembles wool to the un-
mitiated, and the undyed looked as if
it could be u.ed for false hair, if it
could be made long enouch.

(Could this wonderful tree—for it
may be ecalled a tree—be accelimated
and cultivated in our own country, it
would doubtless prove a souree of pro-
fit; for American ingenuity and inven-
tiveness would soon diseover still more
appliances for this reed, already o ad
vantageously and exteusively used.~—

Daugers of Inappropriate Clothing.

A considerable part of all our sick-
ness and loss of hifc may be traced (if
we o back to ultimate canses) to inap-
propriate elothing, as often, perhaps, as
to tnappropriate food ; we will not say
to inappropriate drink, as the latter
alone undoubtedly carries off more hu
man victims  thau any other cause of |
disease and death.

Inappropriate elothing is, first, cloth-
ing out of season ; insuflicient in gquan
tity and quality during cold weather,
uncomfortable by too great guantity
and wrong quality in hot weather

With insuilicicat clothing in eold wea- |
ther, the animal heat must be kept up |
at the expense of a portion of the fund
which otherwise would be utihized for |
nuatrition ; and it is well known that, in |
order to make animals prosper in cold |
weather, they must be Kept warm.
Too warm clothing in sumwer pro
daeas excessive perspiration, i
wonkuess, and the rapid cooling of’ the
body incident to sudden removal of
superflucas garments renders the wearer
liable to serious sickness, '
